Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, the Town Meeting was called to order at 
10:00 A.M. by the Moderator, Robert C. Varney. 


After reading Articles 1, 2, and 14, a motion was made by Thomas O’Dowd, 
seconded by Stanley E. Stevens to refrain from reading Article 16 in its entirety 
providing it is read in substance. A motion was made by Thomas O’Dowd, second- 
ed by Stanley E. Stevens to refrain from reading the entire warrant until the 7:00 
P.M. meeting at Kingswood Regional High School. 


Voting commenced at 10:05 A.M. to continue until 6:00 P.M. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:00 P.M. by Robert C. Varney, Moderator, 
at which time he introduced the Members of the Budget Committee, the Board of 
Selectmen, and the Town Clerk. 


Following is the action taken on the various Articles in the 1983 warrant. 


ARTICLE 3. To vote to appropriate $277,000.00 for the installing of a 10 inch 
water line on South Main Street, from Pickering Corner to Treadwell Lane and to 
authorize the Selectmen to raise this appropriation by borrowing $277,000.00 under 
the Municipal Finance Act. Repayment of any bonds or notes used for this project 
will be paid from real estate taxes. (Submitted by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee). A motion was made by John McDer- 
mott, seconded by Allan E. Bailey, to adopt the Article as read. Paul Hatch outlin- 
ed the program. Discussion followed. Paul Hatch made the motion to terminate 
debate. Seconded by Peter D. Brewitt. Polls opened at 7:25 P.M. to remain open 
one hour. Result of the voting at the end of the required one hour was 219 Yes and 53 
No. The Moderator declared the Article passed by more than the required two 
thirds vote. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize withdrawal from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund, established under the provisions of the State and Local Act 
of 1972, in the amount of $80,449.75 for the purchase of and paying for the following 
list: 


1. Highway Department Dump Truck $30,000.00 
2. Town Manager’s Car and Mobile Radio 5,500.00 
3. Copy Machine 4,250.00 
4. Sander 5,000.00

Total $80,449.75 
(Submitted by the Board of Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget Commit- 
tee) Motion was made by Charles Foss, seconded by Herbert Van Blarcom, to 
adopt the Article as read. Raymond Berry inquired about the Tag-A-Long roller. 
An explanation was offered by Curtis Pike. Voice vote on the Article was in the af- 
firmative, and declared passed by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize a lease arrangement bet- 
ween the Town of Wolfeboro and the New Hampshire Department of Public Works 
for the Highway’s maintenance building located on Route 109, between Route 28, 


and the Wolfeboro Railroad’s Fernald Crossing. Said building to be used as a 
Wolfeboro Fire Department sub-station. The Town will be responsible for heat, 
electric, and insurance. The term of the lease will be one dollar ($1.00) and other 
considerations and will be in effect until the building is declared surplus by the 
State of New Hampshire and will be offered to the Town to purchase, at which time 
the Town will again vote whether to purchase the building and land. (Submitted by 
the Board of Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget Committee) Motion was 
made by James Hill, seconded by Herbert Lamb, to adopt Article 5 as read. Kay 
Moody asked if the Station would be manned. Fire Chief Foss said call firemen will 
cover the station which will house a piece of surplus equipment. Voice vote was in 
the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to rescind Article 9 of the 1980 Town 
Meeting, which authorized the Board of Selectmen to issue bonds or notes in the 
amount of $98,000.00 for the purpose of revaluation of the Town. The bonds and 
notes were to be paid over a period of ten years. And further, instruct the Board of 
Selectmen to repay any and all notes borrowed for this purpose within five years as 
prescribed by RSA 33:3b. (Submitted by the Board of Selectmen) (Recommended 
by the Budget Committee) Motion was made by Peter D. Brewitt, seconded by 
James Hill, to adopt the Article as read.

(Submitted by Petition) 
(Not Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) (Not Recommended by the 
Budget Committee) Motion was made by Gordon Reade, seconded by James Hill 
to adopt the Article as read. Mr. MacGregor made the motion to table the Article 
indefinitely. Seconded by Gordon Reade, with voice vote being in the negative. The 
Moderator declared the Article tabled indefinitely. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will establish a Contingency Fund of $5,000.00 
to meet the costs of expenses not anticipated that may arise during the year. A 
detailed report of all expenditures from the Contingency Fund shall be made by 
the Selectmen and published with the Town Report. (Recommended by the Budget 
Committee) Motion was made by Herbert Van Blarcom, seconded by Leslie 
Rankin, to adopt the Article as read. Voice vote was unanimous. The Article was 
passed and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
One Thousand dollars ($1,000.00) for the support of the Community Action 
Outreach Program. (Submitted by Petition) (Not Recommended by the Budget 
Committee) Motion was made by Dennis Bean, seconded by Dorothy Hill to adopt 
the Article as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative, and the Article was declared 
adopted. 

ARTICLE 1I. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate by taxes, the 
sum of $41,000.00 for ‘‘Pub!ic Fire Protection’’ (formerly identified as ‘“‘Hydrant 
Tax’’) as determined in the Rate Study by A.E. Hodsdon, Consulting Engineers, 
dated December 13, 1982. (Submitted by Petition) (Not Recommended by the 


Budget Committee) Motion made by Russell Chase, seconded by Warren Thomp- 
son, to adopt the Article as read.

Attached is the report of the Wolfeboro Waste Disposal and Incinerator Study Com- 
mittee. 


In reaching our conclusions and recommendations the committee met fifteen 
times for a minimum of two hours at each session. Interviews were conducted with 
the following persons: 


Bob Carr - Sold the Town its first incinerator unit and was in- 
volved in its installation and start-up. 

Guy Krapp - Town Manager 

Curtis Pike - Director of Public Works 

Bill Sampson - First operator of the incinerator. 

Skip Deuso - Second operator of the incinerator. (The present 
operator declined to meet with Committee.) 

John Osgood - Commercial hauler 

Phil Morrill - Commercial hauler 


Visits were made to the towns of Meredith and Pittsfield to observe their in- 
cinerator operation and discuss problems with their management and operating 
personnel. 


In addition we accumulated much information about waste disposal in general, 
and some specific information concerning the Wolfeboro operation, which we 
carefully studied and discussed. 


At this point we felt we had acquired enough basic knowledge to visit and examine 
the Wolfeboro operation, which we did.

WOLFEBORO WASTE DISPOSAL AND 
INCINERATOR STUDY COMMITTEE 
Report and Findings 


The Wolfeboro waste disposal problems in a general sense parallel those ex- 
perienced by other towns. This conclusion was arrived at after studying the opera- 
tion since May, interviewing eight people associated directly and indirectly with 
Wolfeboro’s waste disposal facilities and after visiting several other towns and ex- 
amining their operations. Our conclusions indicate the basic problem, which keeps 
the system from being one of the best, centers around politics, philosophy and peo- 
ple. The Town has adequate facilities and equipment, and enough personnel, but 
lacks other ingredients which make for a successful operation. It is our opinion 
that attention is needed in many areas, which we are listing in order of impor- 
tance. 
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1. Operating Hours. Operating hours should be changed to allow the facility to 
start functioning before it is open to the public. Time should be allowed after clos- 
ing to the public for clean up and, if possible, burn down, before employees leave. 
It appears that it could be open less hours per week and still do a more effective 
job. A close look should also be taken at the number of people necessary to operate 
on a day-to-day basis, and vary this based on seasonal demands. It is not necessary 
to be open on all holidays. 

WE FIND: Other incinerators we visited followed this procedure and did a 

better job with fewer employees. Recommendations previously submitted 

regarding such changes have not been acted upon and should be re-examined. 


2. Compensation and Overtime. There is a saying, you only get what you pay 
for. Is our pay schedule adequate to attract capable employees? It is, only if the 
Town is paying a competitive wage. Concern about overtime is useless under the 
present Town policy. The policy is not sensible when applied to a seven-day opera- 
tion and where work on holidays is mandatory. 

WE FIND: This needs critical evaluation. Overtime, by definition, should not 

be included in regularly scheduled hours of work. 


3. Public Information. A planned and regular educational program is needed 
to inform the public about the problems at the disposal sites and what is expected 
of them. It should include the rules regarding separation, hours of operation, or- 
dinances, and other pertinent information. This could be disseminated with tax 
bills or special mailings, as well as utilization of the media. Such information could 
also be made available to commercial haulers for distribution to their customers, 
with special attention given to the specific information needed. Present rules and 
ordinances regarding the handling of refuse, use of the incinerator and separation 
of materials should be examined. It appears that there may be a need for change, 
but enforcements of the present ordinances is necessary. This would include 
penalizing those who litter the approaches to the incinerator. 

WE FIND: That very little has been done in this area, and no program for 

public education exists. Immediate efforts in this direction we feel will pro- 

duce positive results. 


4. Attitude. The priceless ingredient in any successful enterprise is the attitude 
of the people involved. One must take pride in his work and db his best to make any 
job better than average. There appears to be a need for boosting morale and 
changing attitudes for the better. At best, the Town is providing a service and deal- 
ing with people on a face-to-face basis under less than ideal conditions. The people 
who use the Town’s disposal facilities must be dealt with firmly and tactfully in 
order to enable all to do a satisfactory job. 

WE FIND: That confrontation seems to be the order of the day. The purpose 

of the facility is to get rid of material brought to the site, be it wet or dry. 


5. Commercial Haulers. Commercial haulers are the largest single users of the 
facility. They operate under the same rules that apply to other taxpayers and close 
cooperation is essential to a satisfactory working relationship in this phase of the 
operation. 

WE FIND: That some antagonism exists here which should be resolved. 


§. Operation and Maintenance. The operation of the incinerator requires a per- 
son with technical understanding, the ability to lead and supervise others, and to 
create a good image with the users while enforcing the rules. In order for any per- 
son to do this job well it is necessary that instructions for operation and 
maintenance are clearly spelled out and available; that they are followed, and that 
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support from those above be quick and strong. Only in this manner can the 
operator be effective. 
WE FIND: That the opposite is more prevalent. 


7. Site Improvement. The appearance of the disposal site needs attention. If it 
looks like a dump people will treat it like one. We suggest immediate upgrading of 
the site, including better housekeeping, improved methods of handling the recycl- 
ed material, landscaping and fences or shrubbery screening to close off views of 
unsightly waste. Employee facilities, ash storage and handling, and roads within 
the site for access to rear areas should be improved. 

WE FIND: That by comparison with others the site does not present an attrac- 

tive appearance, but could easily be improved upon at modest cost. There are 

too many miscellaneous piles of material salvaged from the refuse each day 
that are stashed in and around the building, which adds to the clutter and poor 
housekeeping. It is a questionable practice and should not be encouraged. 


8. Recycled Material. Although a fairly good method for handling separated 
recycled material exists, it could be improved upon. Materials should not be handl- 
ed twice, as from receiving bins to holding bins. The first objective should be to get 
rid of the separated material quickly before it begins to accumulate, without 
regard to profit or cost. 

WE QUESTION whether enough effort has been put into solving this problem. 


9. Safety. There is some concern regarding the safety of employees, commer- 
cial haulers and the facility itself. At present the manner in which the commercial 
haulers are required to dump their assorted glass and cans into the large bins ap- 
pears to be hazardous. Responsibility should be clearly defined and if a hazard ex- 
ists it should be corrected. When trash is left overnight in the building there is 
always danger of fire which would destroy the building and equipment. A dry head 
sprinkler system or a wet head one in the summer should be considered. 

WE FIND: That safety awareness does not apear to be an important factor in 

the operations. A safety program should be developed. 


10. Future expansion. Already there is talk about the need to plan for addi- 
tional capacity in the future. This situation should be acted upon now and a plan 
and schedule should be developed to do this in an orderly manner before a crisis 
exists. 


In conclusion, we do not find any major problems in other areas of waste 
disposal operations.

To see if the Town will vote to authorize that the Conservation 
Commission be empowered to manage the Town Forests under the provisions of 
RSA 31:112 (II) and that any proceeds as might accrue from said forests be placed 
in a separate conservation fund to be managed by said Commission. 
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ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen 
to close off the northern i..tersection of Birch Road at the intersection of Birch 
Road, Route 28, and Whitten Neck Road. Birch Road will be, in effect, a dead end 
road with entrance from the southern end. (This action was requested by residents 
along Birch Road) 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Zoning Amend- 
ments: 

Amendment 1. To see if the town will amend Article III, Paragraph 13 by ad- 
ding ‘‘Mobile Home Parks shall also comply with the density and front setback re- 
quirement set forth General Residence One.”’ 

Amendment 2. To see if the voters will amend the Wolfeboro Planning and Zon- 
ing Ordinance by the addition of the following Article Entitled: ‘‘Site Plan 
Review’: Pursuant to RSA 36:19-a, the Planning Board is empowered to review 
and approve or disapprove site plans for the development of tracts for multi- 
family dwelling units other than one and two-family dwellings, whether or not such 
development includes a subdivision or resubdivision of the site. 

(The intent of this amendment is to permit the Planning Board to review the site 
plans of multifamily and residential development.) 

Amendment 3. To see if the voters will amend Article III, Definitions by adding 
the following: #25. Shopping Center: A single piece of real estate which contains 
more than three commercial establishments and a total business space of more 
than 3200 square feet planned, constructed, and managed as a total entity with 
customer and employee parking provided on site. #26. Drive-In Establishment: An 
establishment which by design, physical facilities, and services, encourages or 
permits customers to receive service, obtain goods, or be entertained while re- 
maining in their motor vehicle. 

(The intent of this amendment is to expand the range of the definitions section of 
the ordinance.) 

Amendment 4. To see if the voters will amend Article III, Definitions by chang- 
ing ‘‘Access’’ to ‘‘A road or shore dimension, as above defined with less than 
minimum lot frontage, which may serve contiguous backland in compliance with 
Article V, Section a, provided however, that in the case of a shore dimension, ac- 
cess shall be no less than 50 feet of straight line shore front, suitable for swimming 
and/or boating for each legal sized lot containable within such contiguous 
backland with depth, i.e. inland from the shore no less than the average depth of 
abutting properties with minimum requirement 100 feet and maximum require- 
ment not to exceed 200 feet. It is the intent to limit the use of the minimum shore 
front dimension of 50 feet to one family per lot. 

(The intent of this Article is to limit the usage and to help preserve the remaining 
shore frontage.) 

Amendment 5a. To see if the Town will amend Article II, Section 8 by adding 
the following: Business 1B: Beginning on South Main Street at the southeast cor- 
ner of Business District 1A and running along said District 1A to its northeast cor- 
ner; thence generally northwesterly and westerly along said District 1A to a point 
200 feet northwest of Mill Street at the northwest corner of Business District 1A; 
thence generally northerly and northeasterly parallel to and 200 feet from said Mill 
Street and Bay Street to a point 400 feet southwest of Pine Hill Road; thence north- 
westerly parallel to and 400 feet from Pine Hill Road to Lot 11-6-3 (Town of 
Wolfeboro property; for further description see Page 4 of the Wolfeboro Planning 
and Zoning Ordinance of 1980); thence southwesterly, northwesterly, and north- 
easterly along the boundary of said lot to Pine Hill Road at a point opposite the line 
between said lot and Lot 11-6-11; thence southerly along Pine Hill Road and Elm 
Street to Center Street; thence northeasterly along Center Street to Mast Landing 
Road; thence southeasterly along Mast Landing Road to the Boston and Maine 
Railroad; thence southwesterly along the Boston and Maine Railroad to River 
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Street; thence easterly along River Street to the eastern boundary of Lot 10-4-3] 
(N/F Gardner Pad Company); thence southeasterly along the eastern boundary of 
said lot 10-4-31 to Smith River and deleting ‘‘Beginning at the Easterly.....thence 
Southwesterly by said Gardner Pad Company, easterly boundary to Smith 
River... 

5b. To see if the Town will amend Article II, Section 8 by adding the following: 
Said Business District 1B shall also include all land commencing on Pine Hill Road 
at a point opposite the line separating the Pine Hill Cemetery lot and Lot 11-8-6; 
thence northeasterly along said line and the line separating Lot 11-8-6 and Lot 
11-8-11 to a point 360 feet perpendicular from Pine Hill Road; thence southeasterly 
and southerly parallel to and 360 feet from Pine Hill Road to and along the rear 
boundaries of Lots 10-2-1 through 10-2-14 and continuing at a depth of 360 feet toa 
point on the extension of a line 200 feet west of and parallel to Bay Street; thence 
southwesterly along said extension to a point 200 feet perpendicular to Pine Hill 
Road; thence southeasterly parallel to and 200 feet from Pine Hill Road and Elm 
Street to Center Street. 

5c. To see if the Town will amend Article II, Section 8 by adding the following: 

Said Business District 1B shall also include all land commencing on Center Street 
at a point 200 feet northeast of Elm Street; thence running northerly parallel to and 
200 feet from said Elm Street to a point 200 feet perpendicular from said Center 
Street; thence northeasterly parallel to and 200 feet from Center Street to High 
Street; thence southeasterly along High Street to Center Street; thence southwest- 
erly along Center Street to the point begun at. 
(The intent of this amendment is to redefine the boundary of Business District lb 
along Pine Hill Road, Elm Street, and Center Street to Mast Landing Road (aka 
Silver Street) and to allow the voters to choose as to whether or not they wish to 
restore to Business 1B the strip along these roads which were inadvertently remov- 
ed by the creation of Business District 2 in 1982) 

Amendment 6. To see if the Town will vote to adopt by reference the 1981 BOCA 
Basic Building Code, as amended, which is established by the Building Officials 
and Code Administrators International, Inc., 1981 Life Safety Code, 1984 National 
Electrical Code, and 1984 BOCA Basic Plumbing Code, as proposed by the Plann- 
ing Board, with the exception that in any case where the definition in this code con- 
flicts with the codes in the Zoning Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance shall apply. 
(The intent of this amendment is to bring codes in line with other communities in 
the area.) 

Amendment 7. To see if the Town will amend Article IX (Permitted Uses) 
Paragraph 3 (in the General Residence District 1) by eliminating on Line C (Nurs- 
ing or Convalescent Homes, and the Like.’’) (Submitted by petition) (Not recom- 
mended by the Planning Board) 

Amendment 8. To see if the Town will amend the Wolfeboro Zoning Ordinance by 
Deleting Article IX 3 which allows ‘‘nursing or convalescent homes, and the like as 
permitted uses in General Residence District One and adding under Article X 
USES PERMITTED BY SPECIAL EXCEPTION 3. In the General Residence 
District (One and Two) 3.j. Nursing or convalescent homes, and the like.’’ To add 
under Article IX7. In Business IA District ‘‘Nursing or convalescent homes, and 
the like.”’ (Submitted by petition) (Recommended by the Planning Board) 

Amendment 9. To see if the Town will amend Article Two (2), section eight (8) 
of the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance by adding to the existing business 
district one (1)b all land within the following described boundary being the proper- 
ty known as “‘North Conway Lumber’”’ and being a certain tract or parcel of land 
situated in Wolfeboro, County of Carroll, State of New Hampshire as depicted ona 
plan entitled ‘‘plan of land for Charles H., Earl J. Smith, & Richard Kourian 
prepared by White Mountain Survey & Engineering and dated January 16, 1981, 
said parcel being more particularly bounded and described as follows: 

“Beginning at an aluminum White Mountain Survey & Engineering disc set on 
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the Southerly sideline of N.H. Route 28 at land now or formerly of James A. and 
Tirzah B. Cooney, said disc being approximately situated at station 16+ 087.13 of 
State of New Hampshire TLR project #14184 highway plan sheet 12 of 96 and which 
disc further marks the Northerly corner of the herein described; 

Thence South thirty-three degrees fifty-seven minutes sixteen seconds East 
(S33°57'16’’E) five hundred forty-five and fifty-five hundreths feet (545.55’) along 
said land of Cooney and blazed line to an aluminum White Mountain Survey & 
Engineering disc at land now or formerly of Wolfeborough Railroad, said disc be- 
ing thirty-three and no hundredths feet (33.00’) Northerly of the centerline of said 
Railroad’s tracks: 

Thence South sixty-nine degrees thirty-six minutes thirteen seconds West 
(S29°36’13’’W) five hundred sixteen and sixty-six hundredths feet (516.66’) along 
said land of Wolfeborough Railroad, maintaining said thirty-three and no hundred- 
ths feet (33.00’) from said centerline to an iron pipe at land now or formerly of 
Allen A Realty, Inc.; 

Thence North seventy degrees nine minutes eleven seconds West (N 
70°09’11"’W) one hundred thirty-seven and seven hundredths feet (137.07’) along 
said land of Allen A Realty, Inc. and blazed line to an iron pipe; 

Thence North thirty-eight degrees fourteen minutes forty-one seconds West 
(N38°14’41’’W) six hundred and thirty-six hundredths feet (600.36’) along said land 
of Allen A Realty, Inc. and blazed line to an aluminum White Mountain Survey & 
Engineering disc on the Southerly sideline of said N.H. Route 28; 

Thence in a general Easterly direction seventy-nine and ninety-eight hundred- 
ths feet (79.98’) along the arc of a curve to the right having a radius of five thou- 
sand six hundred eighty and no hundredths feet (5680.00’) and along said Route 28 
to a concrete NH. Highway Department bound. 

Thence North eighty degress twenty-nine minutes fourteen seconds East 
(N80°29’14’’E) six hundred nine and seventy-three hundredths feet (609.73’) along 
said Route 28 to an aluminum White Mountain Survey & engineering disc set at 
land now or formerly of Cooney, being the point of beginning. Containing 8.35] 
acres or 3.38 hectares, both being the same more or less.’’ (Submitted by petition) 
(Not recommended by the Planning Board) 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to mandate that all Town employees 
shall be bona fide legal residents of Wolfeboro or shall become such within six (6) 
months of date of employment and shall remain such as long as Town employment 
continues. The only exceptions to this policy shall be those employees who are non- 
residents as of the date of adoption of this Article and even those only as long as 
they remain continously employed by the Town. Voting on this Article is to be by 
ballot. (Submitted by Petition) 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to abandon that section of ‘‘Old 
Sewall Road’’ which starts at the junction of the southwesterly boundary line of 
property owned by Anastasia Dunau and the northeasterly boundary line of pro- 
perty owned now or formerly by Shattuck, Hunter, and Fulton and running from 
that point first southwesterly through property of Shattuck, Hunter and Fulton 
then turning and running southeasterly along their longest easterly facing boun- 
dary to and through land of Joseph A. Bennett to the present Sewall Road. For a 
precise description see Plan of Subdivision for ‘‘Sewall Pointe’’ recorded plan book 
65 pages 96 & 97. The ownership of said ‘‘Old Sewall Road’’ shall revert to the 
owners of record on either side of this 33 foot wide strip of land with each abutting 
owner receiving title to the center line of the abandoned road. (Submitted by Peti- 
tion)

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THE WOLFEBORO BUDGET COMMITTEE 
1983 REPORT 


The Budget Committee held twelve meetings to review proposed expenditures 
for 1984. The Budget presented to the Town Meeting shows an increase of $37,515. 
Wage increases of 4% plus a hefty rise in legal fees are the primary causes. 
Decreases in Police Department and short term interest expenditures equal 
smaller increases in other budgets. On balance, the Budget is fair and equitable for 
all concerned. 

Capital outlay will include the labor costs for restrooms and curbing for South 
Main Street. Revenue Sharing will provide the needed materials. Road projects 
are funded in Town Construction, Road Maintenance, and the Tar Account. These 
will be offset by the State Block Grant funds and by taxes. In general, these pro- 
jects will be to keep the good roads that way and make some of the worst ones a lit- 
tle better. 

The Committee has recommended the expenditure of $12,000 for the Libby 
Museum construction. The serial note will be repaid by the Museum through fees 
and contributions. The construction will increase the exhibit area. The current 
curator has expanded the Museum exhibits to the point where more space is need- 
ed. This very viable attraction should be supported. 

For several reasons, the Committee did not recommend Article #8. The basic 
reasons were that the project did not seem viable at this time, plus the fact that 
concerned Town Boards were not in agreement. There were also small, but mean- 
ingful, areas of confusion too numerous to mention. 

The Chairman wishes to thank the Committee for its co-operation, good atten- 
dance and excellent rapport. Special gratitude to Clerk George Elkins whose 
minutes and attention to detail made the Budget process enjoyable for the entire 
Committee.

WOLFEBORO WATER POLLUTION 
ABATEMENT FACILITIES 
PRIMARY-SECONDARY PLANT: 


As stated in last year’s report, the treatment plant is operating very satisfac- 
tory. During the early part of 1983, the belt filter press was put on line in the new 
dewatering building to handle the sludge generated. In addition, the treatment 
facility has been upgraded to a Class III plant. 


Some 104,000,000 gallons was processed and pumped to the holding reservoir in 
the spray area. This breaks down to 8,700,000 gallons monthly and 286,000 gallons 
daily. These amounts are about 16% more than processed last year. It is believed 
that the increase was due to the above normal rain fall for the year which caused 
excess infiltration in the sewer collection system. 


TERTIARY TREATMENT FACILITY: 

The operating year 1983 was the sixth year the spray irrigation system 
operated beginning May 19th., and ending November 3, 1983. The three 60-HP 
pumps operated 2164.6 hours and pumped approximately 84,323,000 gallons onto 
the 100 acres of woods which comprise the five spray areas. 


The report on the effect of the spraying on the ground and surface waters is 
still to be released by the New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Control 
Commission staff, but it appears that the report will enforce the facts that there is 
no adverse degradation to the ground-surface waters.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 
1983 


1983 was a quiet year in terms of major community health problems. The head 
lice problem was not an issue as it was in 1982. The early months of 1983 brought 
the usual flu syndromes; however, the community was in general well protected in 
this regard. 


Huggins Hospital continued to add new equipment to aid its physicians in the 
early detection of disease. These pieces of equipment include an ultrasonography 
unit which can visualize the functioning heart and abdominal organs without the 
ingestion or injection of a contrast material. The radiology department now also 
has a fully operational state of the art mammography unit for the early detection 
of breast cancer. A stress testing laboratory is also functioning. This unit aids in 
the detection and management of coronary artery disease. 


Dr. Richard DeNiord, a board certified general and thoracic surgeon, has 
become a full time member of the Huggins Hospital staff. 


These personnel and material additions to our medical community will cer- 
tainly add to our ability to protect our health in the coming years.

WATER DEPARTMENT 


The new main line meter and chlorination system was installed by the Depart- 
ment in 1983. It is a much better system than was used in the past. The water usage 
recorded for 1983 was 213,614,000 gallons. 


The ten inch water main on South Main Street, installed from Pickering Cor- 
ner to Treadwell Lane by Symonds Corporation, is now in service. The ten inch 
water line continues to the water storage tank located next to the Kingswood 
Regional High School which was installed in 1963 and 1964. 


Four thousand-five hundred (4,500’) feet of six inch water main was cleaned on 
North Main Street which increased the flow in that section from 250 G.P.M. to 700 
G.P.M. More line cleaning is being scheduled throughout the system in 1984.

1983 was the busiest year in the history of the department. Reportable In- 
cidents surpassed 700, an increase of 18%. The activity comparison for 1982-83 will 
give a clearer indication of the overall picture. As usual, our summer months 
prove to be busy. For the first time, reportable incidents exceeded 100 in a one 
month period. There were 105 incidents for the month of July. A reportable inci- 
dent is one serious enough to require a written report. It does not include accident 
reports or miscellaneous complaints. 


There was a good deal of internal change in the department as a result of the 
resignation of Lieutenant Donald Irvin. Lieutenant Irvin left to accept the position 
of Commandant of the New Hampshire Police Academy. We believe the ex- 
perience he gained here at Wolfeboro was a significant factor in his selection and 
are proud of his accomplishments. Promotions from within the ranks were as 
follows: Inspector Robert Tierney to Lieutenant; Patrolman Chris Walsh to Detec- 
tive; and Clerk Jan Bergeron to Patrolman. Off. Bergeron is the first full-time 
female patrol officer in Wolfeboro and will be the first from this department to at- 
tend the newly constructed Police Academy. 


Training continues on a regular basis, with all officers completing firearms 
qualifications twice yearly. Individual officers are selected to act as department 
instructors and are responsible for certifying other officers in the use of radar, 
firearms, intermediate range weapons, etc. In the same vein, officers are engaged 
in several programs in the schools involving bicycle safety, drug abuse, child 
molestation and the fingerprinting program, which is now conducted yearly at the 
beginning of the school year. 


Our ‘“‘Good Morning”’ program is still active and we daily receive calls from 
participants to assure their continued well-being. Anyone interested in joining, or 
knowing of someone who lives alone who would benefit from this service are urged 
to contact us for more details. Our Children’s Christmas Program is now about 16 
years old and again proved successful, due to the generosity of many fine people 
and businesses and organizations in the area who contribute to help make 
Christmas a litle brighter for those less fortunate. 


I would like to extend my sincere appreciation to the Town Manager and other 
department heads for their cooperation and assistance throughout the year.

The 1983 Recreation season was highly successful with programs doubling, 
tripling, and in some cases quadrupling in participation. The following report will 
highlight on some of the more popular programs offered this past year. 


The Wolfeboro Youth Soccer Program was offered again this Summer and 
Fall. The Summer participation quadrupled and became a very popular and suc- 
cessful program. The Department would like to thank coaches, Jim Bean, Chip 
Brookes, Jim Belisle, Peter Fraser, and a group of very concerned parents and 
businesses, for their assistance in making this a successful program. 


The Town tennis courts again saw heavy usage, with an increase in participa- 
tion in lessons and tournaments under the directions of Tim Phelan. 


The Summer of 1983 was a very good season for Brewster Beach and Carry 
Beach. Record crowds showed up on the beaches due to excellent beach weather. 
The Department would like to thank head lifeguard, Jeff Haughey and his staff, for 
providing coverage on the beaches and swim instruction. The swim lesson pro- 
gram was weak due to financial problems, but the Department plans to eliminate 
that problem by the Summer of 1984. 


Another program that saw an increase in participation, in fact tripling in size, 
was the BMX races at Abenaki Ski Area. The program ran from July through 
September on a new track built in the parking lot of Abenaki. Again, the Depart- 
ment would like to thank the parents and local businesses who contributed to the 
success of this program. 


The Department offered the Summer Activity Program at Foss Field for 
youths ages 6-12, again this Summer, with participation tripling. Under the direc- 
tion of Elinor Tasker and Kelley Colby-Little, the program focused on three major 
areas: (1) development of group interaction skills; (2) introduction to games and 
sports, focusing on skills and instruction; (3) opportunities for creative work in 
arts and craft, and drama. The group also participated in field trips and interac- 
tion with other Carroll County Recreation Departments. The Department would 
like to thank Peter Shulman and the Libby Museum for providing craft classes 
each week and also the Governor Wentworth School District in its assistance in 
providing transportation for this program. A special thanks to Barbara Dane who 
helped start the Summer activity program and without her the program would not 
be what it is today. 


As for the Winter of 1983, Abenaki Ski Area and the Back Bay Skating Rink was 
subject to very limited usage due to lack of snow and warm weather. Hopefully, 
the Winter of 1984 will provide us with the snow and cold weather to operate these 
facilities. Programmed usage of these facilities are as follows: Downhill, cross- 
country ski teams, (Kingswood) and cross-country (Carpenter) at Abenaki. 
Physical education classes (Kingswood and Carpenter) at the skating rink, along 
with Back Bay Hockey Association (Grades 1-12). 


I would like to close by thanking the many concerned citizens, civic organiza- 
tions, youth groups, businesses, the media, the Town Departments, and the

The yearly circulation of books, periodicals and pamphlets, phonograph 
records, tapes, films borrowed from the New Hampshire State Library, and books 
and magazines borrowed on interlibrary loan was as follows:

The library continued its programs on energy as part of a grant sponsored by 
the National Endowment for the Humanities. The third and final program in the 
series featured solar greenhouses, once again presented by Russell Lanoie of Con- 
way. These programs proved to be quite popular. Another series entitled ‘‘The 
Faces of War” was offered to the library by the New Hampshire Council for the 
Humanities in late April and early May. Four stimulating programs on con- 
secutive Thursday evenings viewed the experience of war from the perspective of 
several humanities disciplines: literature, art, history, and philosophy. Although 
the audiences were small, the speakers and their programs were thought provok- 
ing and well received. 
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The summer reading program in 1983 was entitled “‘Find the Hidden 
Princess.’’ Artist Peter Ferber designed and painted a large poster of a fairy land 
depicting castles, knights on horseback, and fire-breathing dragons. Jeannie 
Ferber designed the flyers we gave out, and she also drew the princess. The 
librarian predetermined a spot on the poster where the princess was hidden. 
Children tried to guess where this place was located by placing a sticker with 
his/her name on it after they had read a book in one of seven categories. Seventy- 
seven children participated, reading over 200 books during the seven week period. 
The Friends of the Library sponsored this program by underwriting the cost of 
publicity, handouts, and prizes. Bailey’s Restaurant generously provided ice 
cream for all who came to the party at the end of the program at which time they 
were entertained by magician Jeb Bradley. 


Pre-school story time continues to be held every Tuesday morning at 10:15 
throughout the year except during the month of September. The program, which 
always consists of stories, also offers such special features as puppetry, flannel 
board stories, crafts, songs, filmstrips, and films. Many volunteers have helped 
the librarian make this program successful. Thanks go to Dorothy Fabian, Maria 
LaGuardia, Laura Lovett, Wilma Mork, John Skelton, Jane Talpey, and the Girl 
Scouts of Troop #690 for all their efforts. 


Twenty-six free film programs were presented by the library in 1983. Movies 
were shown every Saturday afternoon in January, and during the summer months 
films for children were presented every Friday morning. The ten week session 
during the summer was attended by 963 persons! At least once a month a movie 
was shown to pre-schoolers at their regular Tuesday morning story time. All of 
these films were borrowed from the New Hampshire State Library free of charge. 
Any group is eligible to borrow movies from the State Library at no cost. Contact 
the librarian for details. 


Pat Spalding of Ha’ Penny Puppets performed a delightful puppet/story-- 
telling program to about 170 children and their parents on the last Friday in 
February. This puppet show was made possible by an anonymous donor whom we 
wish to thank again for offering to the Wolfeboro Community. 


This year saw a change in the State Library circulating collections. The 
District Office of the New Hampshire State Library closed its doors at the end of 
June. Libraries with existing collections could keep them as well as select as many 
additional books as they needed. Our library kept approximately 1000 books which 
we are in the process of cataloging. A new service from the State Library which 
began at the end of November is van delivery service. Inter-library loan books and 
films as well as mail from the State Library is delivered and picked up every Mon- 
day. Libraries from neighboring communities can use the Wolfeboro library as a 
pick-up and/or delivery point. 


Friends of the Wolfeboro Public Library hold bi-monthly meetings at 8 p.m. on 
the fourth Thursday of July, September, January and March with the annual 
meeting in May. A Christmas tree trimming party usually occurs the first Thurs- 
day in December. The Friends stimulate use of the library’s resources and ser- 
vices as well as encourage gifts, endowments and bequests to the library. Another 
successful book sale was held the first Saturday in July, enabling the Friends to 
purchase a chalk/bulletin board and a lecturn for the meeting room and to sponsor 
the children’s summer reading program. Proceeds from a previous sale helped to 
pay for new green boxes for our magazines. In addition the Friends sponsored an 
Easter party for children at which time two films borrowed from the State Library 
were shown. New Friends members are always welcome. Dues are $2.00 per year 
and may be paid to the librarian. 
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Volunteers of the Library we particularly want to thank are John Rechel, Don 
Benjamin, and John Magee. Mr. Rechel has organized and weeded our magazine 
collection for the past two years. He also spends hours cutting and counting Camp- 
bell soup labels, a new program offered by the Campbell Soup Company to public 
libraries for the first time in 1983. During the summer he and his sister, Constance 
Fletcher, assisted in the never-ending task of weeding the gardens. Mr. Benjamin 
and Mr. Magee are both involved in our Outreach program of taping the GRANITE 
STATE NEWS to send to physically handicapped persons. Mr. Benjamin reads 
selected items from the newspaper onto a 60-minute tape each week, and Mr. 
Magee duplicates this master. Many hours of volunteer time go into this invaluable 
service. The librarian wishes to thank all of these volunteers for their dedication. 


An organization which devotes a great deal of time each month to the ap- 
pearance of the library is the Governor Wentworth Arts Council. Displays on the 
walls in the children’s section are arranged by them as are often the displays in the 
glass case. To all who have contributed their paintings, prints, handicraft, and col- 
lections for the enjoyment of those who come into the library we say a hearty thank 
you. The Governor Wentworth Arts Council is to be commended for furthering the 
appreciation of the arts in Wolfeboro. 


In addition to our Outreach program of tapes, the library offers delivery ser- 
vice of books to shut-ins, including elderly readers without transportation, the han- 
dicapped of any age, and those temporarily incapacitated by illness or accident. 
Please contact the librarian at 569-2428 for more information about this service. 


The library now owns microfilm of the GRANITE STATE NEWS from 1980 to 
1983. This project will now go back to 1900 and continue through 1979 as well as keep 
current with the most recent issues. 


In July the Library took the place of the Farmington Public Library in the 
Rochester Area Libraries (RALI) audio-visual cooperative. Twice a year audio- 
visual collections consisting of filmstrips and cassettes, sound/slide programs, 
and cassettes are rotated among seven member libraries. As a result of joining 
this co-op, the library now has a filmstrip projector and a carousel slide projector. 


We were saddened by the sudden illness and passing of our Library Trustee 
Eleanor Smith in April. The Rev. Randolph Dales was appointed by the selectmen 
to fill her position until elections in 1984 at which time a trustee will be elected for a 
two year term to fill out the full term. 


At the end of August Mrs. Ruby Pearson, who had worked at the library for 
about five years, resigned to become librarian of the Ossipee Public Library. Mrs. 
Jeannie Ferber was hired in September as the fourth part-time staff member, join- 
ing Mrs. Mary Davis, Mrs. Kathryn Hartman, and Mrs. Pat Herrmann. Their 
energy and efficiency at the library is greatly appreciated.

REPORT 


In 1983, the legislature enacted into law some important changes affecting 
court procedures, including increased penalties for driving while intoxicated 
(DWI), increasing concurrent civil jurisdiction with the superior court to $10,000, 
and transferring the cost of the system, as well as receipt of all fines, to the State. 

Most of the recent changes have not been in effect long enough to reflect clear 
trends. For instance, although the DWI changes took effect August 21, 1983, after 
intensive media coverage, a two-year comparison by quarters shows little change 
in the latter part of 1983:

The new law making a blood alcohol content (BAC) reading of .10 or higher an 
automatic conviction, rather than simply a presumption, is unlikely to have much 
effect since those recorded BAC’s in 1983 DWI convictions ranged from a low of .09 
to a high of .26, with an average of .18. (For an average person of 160 lbs. without 
alcohol tolerance, it would take 7 drinks, 12 0z. beers or 1 oz. alcohol, over a 3-hour 
period to reach a BAC of .12 and 15 drinks to reach .29.) 

Total cases of 3,052 in 1983 compared to 1,923 cases in 1982 primarily reflect a 
doubling in motor vehicle violations and small claims. Felony bind-overs increas- 
ed from 6 to 22 while juveniles remained comparable at 45 and 49 cases and 
domestic violence cases at 13 and 11. General civil cases dropped from 78 to 39. 
Total fines increased from $62,745.50 to $97,703.60, including collections on prior 
years. 

People reading newspaper accounts of court activity should understand that in 
many cases the prosecutor and the defendant have negotiated a plea of guilty in ex- 
change for a specific sentence, which the court need not adopt, but which is usually 
followed because otherwise the defendant may request a trial and appeal. Also, the 
‘‘nolle pross’”’ can be entered only by the prosecutor and is the way he withdraws a 
complaint. 

After January 1, 1984, along with the State paying the salaries of the judges 
and clerk and other expenses, and also receiving all the fines, the new laws require 
all persons convicted of DWI to enroll in an alcohol education program at an extra 
cost of $215. The State has also established a schedule of fines for common motor 
vehicle offenses, preparatory to computerizing collections through the Motor Vehi- 
cle Department. 

No cost of maintaining courtrooms has been yet accepted by the State although 
eventually it is intended that for approved courtroom facilities, the State will pay 
the town a rent equivalent. Meanwhile that expense, along with such other ex- 
penses as foster home care for juveniles, will continue to be an expense of the town. 

It is probable that additional changes will occur as the State consolidates its 
responsibility for the financial and administrative supervision of the district 
courts statewide.

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REPORT OF THE LIBBY MUSEUM 
1983 


The 1983 season at the Libby Museum was very successful. Despite hot sunny 
days with almost no rain, eleven thousand-four hundred and ninety seven visitors 
came to the Museum to enjoy the exhibits and a complete range of special events. 
Once again, almost half of our guests were from Wolfeboro and other Lakes Region 
communities. Visitors also came from seventeen foreign countries and all fifty 
states. 


The special events were very well attended. The fifteen National Geographic 
nature films, sponsored by BankEast drew an attendance of over twenty-five hun- 
dred people. Thirty-seven local artists and photographers exhibited their work in 
eight shows. The two special film showings on Henry David Thoreau and the Dance 
were beautiful. The Loon Preservation Society presented an excellent new film. 
For the second year, the Museum was honored to host the Wolfeboro Garden Club’s 
annual flower show. The show was an exciting highlight of our season. 


The wildlife sculptor classes were held on Wednesday and Saturday mornings. 
The Wednesday classes were for children enrolled in the Summer playground pro- 
gram. The Saturday classes gave local children a chance to meet and relate to 
visiting children from all over the country in a creative atmosphere. More than 
five hundred children attended the classes. 


Many contributions of exhibit materials were made in 1983. The Museum 
received a total of one hundred and eighty new birds and mammals. A grant, 
received from a local individual, enabled us to hire Jeffrey Currier, a young tax- 
idermist, to work three days a week at the Museum. Through his efforts, one hun- 
dred and twenty nine new birds are now on display. The new lake fish exhibit, hous- 
ed in the beautiful case built for us by Franklyn Johnson, is now complete. 


The annual cocktail party was once more a great success. Over 250 of the three 
hundred plus ticket holders attended. Our bartenders, Patricia Waterman, 
Marilyn Runnals and Ralph Fritschie, performed with great gusto. Thanks to the 
donation of a large and varied number of food delights, the party was once again a 
‘‘Gourmet Feast.’’ Ali food, liquor, mixers, tickets, glasses, etc., were donated 
making this social event of the summer a big financial success. A special thanks to 
Charles Hunter’s IGA without who’s help we couldn’t have done it. 


The major credit, once again, for the success of the Museum should go to the 
hundreds of individuals, organizations, Town Employees, local businesses, 
schools, camps, WASR, and the Granite State News, who gave most generously of 
their time and money. They are far too numerous to list in this report, but they 
know who they are and can be justly proud of their parts in the continuing success 
of your Museum. 


During the 1984 season at the Museum we will continue to refine and, hopeful- 
ly, expand our programs. The BankEast sponsorship of the National Geographic 
film series has been renewed. The films will once again be shown on Wednesday 
evenings. The children’s sculptor class, sponsored by the Elk Shops, will continue 
on Saturday mornings. This Summer, half of the photo and art exhibits will be 
devoted to the work of local children. The annual Cocktail Party will once again be 
held in mid-August. Unfortunately, we were unable to raise the funds to build the 
mezzanine. The Natural History Diorama’s, Gift Shop, and twenty-five percent 
more floor space will have to wait for the future. Many animals and other in- 
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teresting collections will continue to be held in storage. Two major new collections, 
donated to the Museum, are an Indian Artifact collection, given by William Niel 
Goddard of Wolfeboro Neck, and a collection of pipes and pipe molds from the 
Tabor Pipe Factory in South Wolfeboro, donated by Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Hunter of 


Tuftonboro. 


We would like to thank the Wolfeboro Selectmen, who as Trustees of the Libby 
Museum, have allowed us to be their curators. It bears repetition that the Libby 
Museum is a treasure belonging to all the citizens of Wolfeboro. Properly nurtured 
and supported, it will continue to be a great educational asset for future genera- 


tions of children.

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PLANNING BOARD 
1983 


The Wolfeboro Planning Board had a busy year. The Board held one-hundred 
and Twenty-five individual hearings. There were fifty-five Pre-application hear- 
ings, thirty-eight Site Reviews, nineteen Sub-division Hearings and thirteen hear- 
ings involving lots of record, boundary line adjustments and as built plans. 

The Board approved thirty-three site plans and denied five. One Site Review 
proposal was withdrawn. The Board signed nineteen Sub-division plans, seven lots 
of record, four as built plans and two boundary line adjustments. 

The Non-residential Site Reviews totaled over fifty thousand square feet of ad- 
ditional business space. Three auto repair facilities and two boat restoration 
operations were approved. The Bay Street area was impacted fairly heavily with 
Site Reviews held for two power equipment shops, two boating facilities, an auto 
repair garage, and an electrical supply shop. 

The case receiving the most public attention was the nursing home applica- 
tion. All the members of the Planning Board feel that Wolfeboro needs a major 
nursing home facility. They denied the application without prejudice because they 
felt that Clark Road, in its present form, can not handle the increased use and 
because the developer did not demonstrate that adequate water supply was 
available for either the use or fire protection. Fifty-two additional condominiums 
and two churches were approved. 

A sub-committee has been formed to totally re-write the zoning ordinance. 
Hopefully, the work will be completed in time for the 1985 Town Meeting.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 
1983 


For the second year in a row, Wolfeboro’s tree care program earned national 
recognition as a ‘‘Tree City U.S.A.’ This award, sponsored by the National Arbor 
Day Foundation, was given to just four other communities in New Hampshire for 
1983. 

On April 29, 1983, Wolfeboro celebrated its first Arbor Day celebration, held in 
Cate Park. With the help of Boy Scouts from Troop 165, a beautiful Silver Maple, 
donated by Bartlett Tree Experts, was planted to commemorate the day. 

1983 was named Year of the Forest in the State by Governor John Sununu, 
acting with the approval of the Legislature, and May 1-7 was declared Forest Con- 
servation Week. 

The 1983 tree planting totalled twenty-five trees. Since 1976, the Tree Warden 
has planted over 150 trees in the downtown area in a continuing effort to restore the 
original tree-lined beauty. Twelve Ash and thirteen Norway Maples were planted 
this year. I have tried to keep a natural appearance by using strictly native 
species. The planting was done in October because of the rainy weather in the 
Spring, and the very dry summer. 

Six trees were planted near the Town docks adjacent to the railroad station; 
four in Clark Park, and two by the Post Office. The remaining thirteen trees were 
planted at various downtown locations from Lakeview Terrace to South Main 
Street. 

Extensive pruning was done on the large Silver Maple trees on Union Street, 
and on the White Pines next to the Wolfeboro Public Library. Because of the ex- 
cavation for the new water line on South Main Street, most of the young trees there 
were given liquid slow release fertilizer. 

Thank yous are extended to the crews of the Municipal Electric Department, 
and the Public Works Department for their help in pruning, removal of trees, 
and stumps.

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VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 
of Wolfeboro and Vicinity 
ANNUAL REPORT 1983 


In 1983 the Staff of the Visiting Nurse Association of Wolfeboro and Vicinity 
made 7573 home visits to residents of the eight towns where we provide services; 
1482 of these visits were made to 126 Wolfeboro residents. 


The Agency continues to provide nursing, physical therapy and health aide 
services. While the number of home care visits made this year in Wolfeboro re- 
mained essentially the same we are finding that the level of care needed has in- 
creased. People who are terminally ill are staying at home, either for longer 
periods of time, or until death occurs. Earlier hospital discharge policies mean 
that a higher level of care is required; nursing procedures that were not con- 
sidered appropriate for home care just a few years ago are now considered 
routine. Decreased insurance reimbusement has for some towns meant an in- 
crease in Our appropriation request. 


Clinic services continue to be utilized by Wolfeboro residents of all ages. 76 
local pre-school children are currently enrolled in our Child Health Program; 168 
residents attended a Flu Immunization Clinic; and 22 school age children were im- 
munized. 


We continue through contracts and co-operative agreements to provide ser- 
vices to the residents of the Ledges; to the WIC Program of Southern Carroll Coun- 
ty; the Wolfeboro Area Children’s Center; the Wolfeboro Senior Citizens; Hospice 
of Southern Carroll County; Carroll County Mental Health Service; Carroll County 
Health and Home Care Services and the Governor Wentworth Regional School 
District. The co-operative services continue to be cost effective for all programs 
and result in increased services for a greater number of residents. 


The Agency Board of Directors, Staff members and I thank the many local 
civic organizations who have donated equipment, services and financial support to 
our Program; the School Nurses and the many volunteers who have assisted us in 
providing services; and you, the local taxpayers, for your continued support of our 
appropriation requests.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission is continuing the management of the Upper 
Beech Pond forested area; it is expected that the weeding and thinning will be 
completed in 1985. The objective is to improve the quality and market value of crop 
trees and improve wildlife habitat. Through the work and initiative of the forester, 
the area was designated as a National Tree Farm system at a well attended 
Forestry Field Day in October. 


The Ryefield marsh area, of which “‘Ellie’s Woodland Walk’’ is a part, has 
been surveyed, the corner boundaries monumented, and is listed with the Registry 
of Deeds. The area comprises 52 acres. 


We have continued the mechanical harvesting of milfoil in Front Bay. Finan- 
cial assistance was furnished by the N.H. Water Supply and Pollution Control 
Board and the Abenaki Water Ski Club. The quantity of harvested milfoil was con- 
siderably less than in previous years; consequently less of the weed finds its way 
under the bridge into Wolfeboro Bay. 


The Commission continues to review town-owned lands, making recommenda- 
tion to the Selectmen as to their disposition. 


On-going work of the Commission involves the review of permit applications 
for dredge and fill and the installation of docks into the lakes, with recommenda- 
tions to the State Wetlands Board and to the local Planning Board. It is often dif- 
ficult work, but necessary because of the importance to water quality and recrea- 
tion. The policy of the commission is to have several members visit each site, 
sometimes more than once. This year a total of 31 applications were reviewed, 
which is nearly double the amount reviewed last year. In addition, four en- 
vironmental assessment reports were made to the Planning Board on proposed 
development sites.

During 1983 the Wolfeboro Historic District Commission received from North

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REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST FIRE 
WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Once again, our cooperative town and state forest fire prevention and control 
program leads the nation in least acres burned per forest fire. Less than one-half 
acre per fire statewide average. 


At the town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for the prevention 
and control of all grass and woods fires when the ground is not snow covered. 


Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing a written permit 
for every fire that is to be kindled on the ground out of doors when the ground is not 
covered with snow. Each person wishing to have an outside fire must obtain this 
written permit from the town Fire Warden before kindling the fire. Any person 
that does not obtain a fire permit, when one is required, is violating our forest fire 
permit law and is subject to a court appearance and could be fined up to $1,000 and 
receive a jail sentence of up to one year. 


No fire permit will be issued between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. unless it is rain- 
ing. The reason for this is twofold: the fire danger increases steadily between 9:00 
a.m. and 2:00 p.m., then subsides to a safe level between 2:00 p.m. and 5:00 p.m. 
This happens because the sun dries out the fine fuels that are easily ignited and 
dries the air which permits rapid fire spread. Also during this part of the day fire 
fighters are not readily available in most communities so an escaped fire could 
burn longer and cause greater damage before being suppressed. 


Your cooperation in burning only when conditions are safe is greatly ap- 
preciated.

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WOLFEBORO FIRE DEPARTMENT 
CHIEF ENGINEER'S REPORT 


The Fire Department answered a total of 148 alarms for the year which con- 
sisted of 33 box alarms and 115 still alarms. These included 23 mutual aid requests, 
1 brush fire alarm, and 27 of the calls were woodstove related. 

In responding to the calls 2339 miles were traveled. 1481 man hours of labor 
utilized, 2535 feet of 1 inch hose, 2100 feet of 114 inch hose, 1800 feet of 2 inch hose, 50 
feet of 21, inch hose, 2800 feet of 3 inch hose were used and 1102 feet of ladders were 
raised. 

The members of the department assisted the local schools and Huggins 
Hospital with fire drills. Several fire prevention and extinguisher classes were 
held at Kingswood Regional High School. 

Forty-two oil burner installations, eleven homes for day care, ten places of 
assembly, two shared homes, sixty-five chimneys and woodstove installations 
were inspected. 

Several members attended fire schools in Gilford, one for three days at Hyan- 
nis, Mass., one for three days at Lexington, Mass., and one took the N.H. Fire Stan- 
dards certified firefighter course. Joint training meetings of all companies were 
held through the summer. 

The fire boat was repainted. Some fire alarm boxes were repainted and new 
signs placed on some poles. Hose Two was moved to the sub station at Wolfeboro 
Center. 

Some two inch hose, a new radio for Tanker 1, one new self contained air mask, 
three rechargable hand lanterns, and some boots, coats, helmets, and gloves were 
purchased. 

Sincere thanks is extended to all town officers and departments, the Granite 
State News, WASR Radio Station, and to all the call men.

REPORT OF THE 
RESCUE SQUAD 
1983 


To the citizens of Wolfeboro, I hereby submit my annual report of the 
Wolfeboro Department of Rescue. 

1983 was our busiest year since the squad’s inception in 1965. We responded to 
185 calls: medical - 108; automobile accidents - 35; fires - 26; and miscellaneous 
runs - 16. We treated 161 patients and expended 890 personnel hours on these calls. 
Included in these calls were 4 fatal motor vehicle accidents. 

Meeting twice a month, the department continued to maintain its high training 
standards with alternating rescue and medical topics. Members attended 
numerous specialized schools at Lily Pond (Gilford, N.H.), Meadowood County 
Area Fire Department Training Center (Fitzwilliam, N.H.), and SOLO (Conway, 
N.H.). Captain Peter Friend and Lieutenant Peter Hayes were elected to the 
Board of Directors of Rescue Training Associates, Clymont, Delaware, and subse- 
quently taught emergency care and rescue courses from New Hampshire to 
Georgia. 

Presently, the department’s membership stands at 13, of which 12 are Na- 
tionally Registered Emergency Medical Technicians; several have E.O.A. and 
M.A.S.T. training. All 12 successfully passed E.M.T. refresher training courses 
during 1983 and are certified through December, 1983. 

Our rescue classification changed this year from medium to heavy rescue with 
the addition of a compressed air cascade system and an air bag set. The cascade 
system can refill approximately 40 self-contained breathing apparatus bottles, and 
we can lift about 90 tons with the air bags. 

Our new 16 channel Motorola radio allows the rescue truck to be used as a com- 
mand post. During the year, a radio on the Lakes Region Fire Mutual Aid System 
frequency was donated to us which solved the problem of direct communications 
with emergency apparatus in that system. 

We changed to the new Wolfeboro fire frequency during the fall. Selected 
squad members were issued radios on this frequency in order to keep dispatchers 
and responding rescue personnel informed of what is happening at an emergency 
scene. 

The Rescue Squad was chosen to assist Rescue Training Association in the 
evaluation of a new kind of low pressure air lifting bags. This evaluation was done 
for the Vetter Company of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. The squad further assisted 
R.T.A. in the production of a set of colored slides to be used nationwide in the 
teaching of emergency care procedures at automobile accidents. These slides 
were field tested during November in North Carolina. 

As a reminder, please remember that if you need the services of your rescue 
squad for rescue or medical reasons, call 569-2121. Give your name, exact location, 
telephone number, and the nature of the emergency. This information greatly 
assists the dispatchers in alerting us. 

I would like to thank all those who made donations to the rescue squad during 
1983. Furthermore, I would like to extend my appreciation to the Fire Department, 
Police Department, Lakeside Ambulance Service, town officials and employees, 
and all the citizens who have supported and assisted us this past year.

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MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 


The Municipal Electric Department’s highest demand of 7946 (down from 8330 
KWA in 1982) occurred in December. By utilizing the diesel generating station the 
department was able to save $18,800.00, reducing the peak to 6955. 

Customers can voluntarily save demand by postponing use of major ap- 
pliances according to the Clockwatch 6 Program instituted by Public Service Com- 
pany. This will save oil at our plant, dollars off our bill from Public Service, 
ultimately, saving the consumer. Generation and transmission facilities are built 
to cover peak loads, although the load may exist only a few hours during the year. 

Two major transmission line failures caused the town to lose electricity in 
January and August. The January outage lasted approximately six hours. The pa- 
tience of all customers is to be commended. 

In order to generate to the most populated area of town air-breakers were pur- 
chased and installed. The substation transformer oil has been changed and 
maintenance was performed by the Manufacturer representative at a cost of 
$11,320.81. 

New construction continued to soar as the line crew installed 151 new poles and 
84 new services. Line extensions were completed at Abenaukee Estate and Moun- 
tain West. 41 new transformers were installed. The bucket truck was replaced ata 
cost of $44,315.00, with the arm mechanism being transferred to the new chassis. 

Contributions to the town in lieu of street lights (60,688.83) and public buildings 
(30,342.82). 

Extensive improvements made over the last several years on the distribution 
line was the reason for few power outages. 

A Cado computer was purchased and one-half the cost ($27,457.56) was borne 
by the Electric Department. The first bills were sent out in November. The two 
N.C.R. bookkeeping machines provided the electric and water departments over 
30 years of faithful service. 

For the second year in a row Public Service Company did not increase its rates 
to the department and we did not have any rate increases to our customers. 

The rates and operation of this department are regulated by the Public 
Utilities Commission including fuel costs. No fuel costs have been built into the 
rates since 1972 as the charge changes monthly. 

The K.W. hours sales for 1983 were 31,114,717, compared to 1982 29,803,970 in- 
creasing by 1,410,707 K.W. hours. The average cost of a domestic K.W. hour in 1982 
was 7.75¢ compared to an average cost of 7.795¢ in 1983. 

The budget and balance sheet as filed with the Public Utilities Commission ap- 
- pears in this report. 

Sincere appreciation is conveyed to all town employees and officials who sup- 
ported the Municipal Electric Department in 1983.
